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Applicant argues the cited references of Mathias, Busenbender, and Suzuki do not suggest that the target humidity is set to be higher when 
the wet condition of the fuel cell is drier than a predetermined wet region than when the wet condition of the fuel cell is wetter than the 
predetermined region. 

In response to the Applicant's arguments, the Mathias reference clearly teaches and recognizes the humidity level within the fuel cell 
system to be within a nominal range so the membrane is not too dry or to be flooded (4:1-9) providing a target humidity. The teachings of 
Busenbender and Suzuki recognize the need to avoid freezing of water present in the fuel cell during periods of inactivity and which directs 
dry air to remove "residual" moisture. The modification of Mathias with the teachings of Busenbender and Suzuki would require the 
removal of residual moisture but still maintaining the required moisture wihin the nominal range as taught by Mathias so the membrane is 
not too dry. 
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
